We, the Bishops, Chief Pastors and obediont eervants of the aſforesaid churches, 
aembied in joint council by order of our respective General Conferences, moet re- 
zpectſully beg leave to 8ubmit the. following for your attention and consideration : 

For tweaty-eight years, or more, Committees, Commizsions, and the Bizhops, 
of the aſor-said churches, bave been meeting, from time to time, with a view of ef- 
ſecting an organic union between theve two veneraigd bodies; aud in keeping with 
the las: prayer of our Saviour, making the two douginiuations z unit, which is now 
006 in Ecclesiastical Polity, Faith, Doctrine, Forms and Usages. For the roawon 
we are both Episcopal Methodist, and are Scripturally coxmopolitzn in belief and 
practice, maintaining as we do, the Fatherhood of God, and the brotherhood of 
Man. « 

But in every instance 8oms non-exzential izvue, or definition of gome term, or 
magnified technicality, has intervened, and the object 8ought, and 80 much desired, 
bas been foiled, thus perpetuating « species of ecclesiastic ſeudaliam which has 
weakened and retarded our religivus influence among the people, and in come in- 
itances, has been productive of revults painfully siaful. Too frequently we bave 
engaged in « competitive warfare, where nothing was at #take but the ambition of 
denominational conquest, Exapecially has this been the caze with many of our mia- 
istcrs aud lay members. 

Our two lost General Conferences which met in Philadelpbis and Pittsburgh, Pa, 
respectively, created a joiat commizsion, consivting of twelve members each, repre- 
zgenting these bodies respectively; in the month of May, 1892, which twenty-four 
commig3ionors met and deliberated in Harrieburg, Pa. While this commission did 
not reach a basis of organic union wholly satisfactory to each General Conference, 
they did fiually evolve such progpective terms and agreoment, as enabled them to 
decide upon & name. This hitherto insurmountable difficulty, having been over- 
come, the ſurther dispesition of terms, conditions and arrangements for organic uau- 
ion, were referred t» the two Episcopal Councils combined, and ofderel to be eub- 
mitted to the churches, as bereiaafter provid-d, - 

That the object may be consummated, Hexrven honored, the unity of the church 
8ubzerved, our p2ople wade more integral and the bearts of millions turned toward 
God, we, therefore invoke the prayers, charity, patience and loving-kindaess, of 
all who are of the household of faith, upon this, the result of our prayerful labor. 

TERMS OF ORGANIO UNION. 


1st. Finding that both the Aſricau Methodint Episcopal Church, and the African 
Metbodist Episcopal Zion Church bave #u:h an Episcopal form of government as is

3. As the general conference of both connections have agreed upon a name for 
the Caited Churcb, namely: African and Zion Methodist Edigcopal Oburch, we 
1b mit the same for the concurrence of ths hereinafter desigaated conferences and 
congregations. 

4th. All deeds, titles, claims and mortzages, for or against either of the aid 
churches or denominations, sball vest or be fixed in the United Church, on and 
aſter tho ratification of this agreemeat, and the truvtees or officials, shall sus and 
be #ved, plead and be impleaded «as though ao change of title had taken place. 

5th. That the propoitions, articles and terms of agreement for the convumitie® 
tion of the unity of the two churches, as above named and defined, we propose that 
the same be eubmitted to all the annual conferences and churches or worshipping 
2ongrega'ions throughout the bounds of both connections for their approval or rat. 
fication, And whed a mxjority of all the annual conferences and three-fourths of 
all the quarterly cooferences, and three-fourths of all the churches or worshipping 
20ngregations, who shall be commynicaut members at the time the vote is 8ubmit- 
ted and may be taken, hall concur or by an affirmative vote, sball ratify the sams 
—Dthe A, M. E. Church and the A. M. E. Z. Church shall be declared ons church, 
x denomination under the name of the African and Zion Methodist Epizcopal 
Church.” 

Mi«ssioa churches or congregations will got b» required to vote in determining 
the final reult of this questiov, as they are more #ubordinate or dependent than 
egular and mandatory. 

6th. The several or respective Bizhops presiding over the annual Conferences in each 
councetion, on and aſter © August 15t, 1892, shall aubmit these proposltions to 
the said Conſerefices, aud the majority yo!te, pro or con, «hall bo recorded upou 
the proceedings, and publighed with the minutes, Aud the Bizhops preiding 
hall certiſy to the same, with the Conference gccretary, and forward the oertifi- 
cate (0 the secretary of their reapective Episcopal board or council, Also, the 
presiding elders atintt, as they go the rounds of their quarterly meeting ervi 
ces, $ubmit the game to the quarterly Conferences, and to all the churches or con. 
gregatious in their geveral districts during ome hour of their quarterly meeting 
zervices, And the result of the vote shall be ittested by the presiding elder, -pas- 
tor nud-the £ccretary of the stewardy' or trustee board; and the prediding elder 
zhall forward the ame to the Bizhop of the district, who, sball io turn, transmit 
the same to the eecretary of hiz Episcopal board of council. 

7th. Whenever the consent of the miaistry, and membersbip of the aforesaid 
conncetions, has been declared as aforementioned, the genior Bighops of both 
bodies 8hall call « joint meeting of the Bishops of the respective churches; which 
joint board or council of Bishops, shall provide and arrange for « meeting of « 
united general Conference of the African and Zion Methodist, Episcopal Church. 

All of which, we, ia the bonds of Christian union, love and affection, and with 
an eyesingle to the glory of God; most” respectfully and fraternally bave- the 
honor to 8ubmit for your congiderate judgment and prayerful-disposal. In the nams 
of the Father the Son, and of the Holy Spirit, whoss bleavings we your vervints 
invoke.

that the last place in which Moham- 
medanizm wonld make any progress is 
in England, Yet, in Liverpool, there 
is active work going on, Mr, W., H.

E, W., Blyden, A. M., Rev. J. R. Fred- 
erick and Mrs, Ridge}, I never in my 
life «ww 8nch profonuml devotion, snech 
aniversalty of «efitiment and co-oper- 
ation of action as was manifested upon 
this occasion, The cxermon was deliv- 
ered in Arabic, hence I cannot pas 
npon the merits or demerits of the dis- 
eonrese, The singing was of 4he most 
«olemn and impressive character, and 
when five thousand faces bowed and 
kind the ground the scene became 
enchantingly grand, 

It resembled the great ocean bowing 
in obedience to tho Alnighty, Such a

The Mobamedans are far more nni- 
yerxal in their devotion, and the exe- 
ention of their religion than profess- 
ing Christians, There was « time 
when the Christian chureh could hoast 
of her heroes and heroines, but it 
seems that the once blazing fires of 
heroizm has about gone out, and per- 
onal gain, selfischness and eccleviasti- 
cal tyranny has taken its place. For 
example, I will here relate an incident 
in the bistory of my own life, 

While in the city of Philadelphia 
last January, en ronte to Africa, 1 
called in to sce one of orr bishops, and 
after stating to him my object in go- 
ing to Africa, ete., he looked me 
straight in the eyes and « 1d : 
**Ridgel, you are foolish, I wonld 
not think of going to Africa, If I had 
my way I wonld abandon our African 
mizsion field at onee, We have no 
buainess in Africa.” 

The «tatement, as above given, quite 
startled me, and I left thinking a 
hundred per cent lews of that bishop 
than before, How can any man 
hving almost upon the very epot 
where the 1mmortal Allen first hoisted 
onr grand old banner, walk right by 
the «acred «pot that contains the 
sleeping ashes of our departed father 
and hero, and not feel interested in the 
extension of the rich legacy left us by 
the fathers, I must confers, is « mys- 
tery to me. 

Oh that the chureh would imbibe the 
«pirit of the lamerfted Bizhop W. F. 
Dickerson, who once «aid: The enh- 
ject of migsions is of fundamental im- 
portance, The advance and spread of 
the Redeemer's kingdom, the reaching 
out of the Gospel to take in and em- 
brace the world, is of far more im- 
portance than the parceling ont of that 
work which is already firmly estab- 
lished.” 1 

What a vast difference in the «spirit 
and yiews of these two epixcopates. 
One «ays, yon are & fool if yon go to 
Africa, and try to establish the chnreh, 
and enlighten the poor heathen, and 
the other calls it a work of funda- 
mental importance. 

The Mohammedan pilgrims travel 
hundreds and thousands of miles 
to vigt the grave of their 
—_ prophet; Some. cross the 
great Sabars Dexert ; hundreds He on 
the way, and millions are permitted to 
reach Mecca and Meding, on the day 
of Arafat and pay homage at the grave 
of Mohamet. The Moslems prize 
Kaaba exceedingly more than Chris- 
tians prize the Holy of Holiest. 

It is «aid that often there are 70,000 
pilgrims present in Mecca on the day 
of Arafat. Some of these pilgrims have 
come thousands ofeantles, at an enor- 
mons expense, which they are only too 
glad to pay for what they regard as a 
most sacred privilege. 

Mohamedans commend those of their 
faith for & spirit of enterprise and de- 
votion, but some of our modern Chris- 
tians, brand you as a fool, call you a 
ministerial fugitive from justice, point 
you out as & rascal and sconndrel, if 
yon dare forzake home, children, 
friends and native land, to carry the 
blessed gospel to three hundred mil- 
lion benighted heathens in Africa, onr 
*Fatherland,” our ancestral 
and no doubt our fature home. But 
why %honld I become appalled 
at nch treatment, OCbrist aid: 
*fYe shall be perscented. cast in prison 
and beheaded, for my namesake.”” 

I thank God that Iam here in Africa 
to-day. I thank Him that 1 have been 
able to eaffer and be perxecuted for 
His sake. I often think it hard that 
my two dear children must snffer on 
my account, but they are no better 
no, not half 0 good as our dear Sav- 
ior, and His father allowed Him to 
suffer, yea, to dic for the aalvation of 
the work. . 

Bishop Turner is held up before the 
wortt as = religions crank and fanatic 
becanse he had enough love for the 
church aud enough interest in the rc- 
demption of Africa to lay his life upon 
the altar of human sacrifice, turn his 
back npon home, children and friends 
in his old age, and come here and lay 
the foundation for a great religions 
superstructure. But let the rebels 
howl, **God will bless Bishop Turner, 
and his work will live,”
